we may refer to a circumstance, which al. 

though trivial in iu-<-lf, leii to ihe most sur- 
prising discovery thai has ever taken place 
on this globa. nd ona vkiek ia the iatereai 
I has excited is unexampled. In the early 

(laitof the eighteenth cennuy, 1711, an 
lalian paaaant while niouiso a weli 
near hia cottage, found some fragments of 
colored marble. These atuaciing aiiention, 
led to farther excavation, when a statue of 
Hercules was diaintarrad, and shortly after- 
ward a motilated half of Cleopatra. TheM 
spe( imens of aiicii n: art, were found at a 
considerable depth below the surface, and 
ia a place which subsequently Bfoved to be 
a temple situated iu the c enter ol the ancient 
City of Herculaneum! Thus city was over- 
whelmed with ashes and lava, during an 
oniptiaa of Vaaaviu^ A. D., 79, being the 
same in which the elder Pliny perished, 
who was suffocated with sulphurous vajx)rs, 
like Lot s wife in a ymilar rrlaaiify Uar- 
culaneum therefeta had been horiod 16M 
years' anc while every memorial of it was 
lost, and even the site unknown, it was 
thus suddenly, by a resurrection then unpar- 
alleled in the annals of the world, brought 
again to light; andaueets, icmnles, houses, 
statues, paintings, jewelry, professional im- 
pletuents, kitchen uteusiia, aad otbai arti- 
elea eeiMMctsd with aadeat domsatic life, 
wer:> to be seen arranged, as when their 
owucis were actively moving among them. 
Even die skeletone af aaam of die inhabi- 
lanU were found; one, near the threshold of 
his door, with a bag of money in his h;md, 
and apparently in the act of eacaping.
